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“EDITORIAL 


The Council of Clubs, who in effect, is that 
body that gives directives to the National 
League, had decided that the present format of 
the League will remain the same in 1986 as it 
was this year. But now there seem to be some 
second thoughts about this. 

Critics of this format are right on a number of 
points, the main one being that the league that 
call itself ‘National’ is in effect N.S.W. versus 
the rest. | 

These critics are right because whereas the 
Southern Division is nothing more than a NSW 
State League. 

Another area that has been criticised is that, 
especially in the Northern Division, there are 
teams that are below standard, forever in the 
struggling stage, and have now proved to be 
useless to the league, having failed in what at the 
beginning of the season promised to be a 
contribution in the matter of crowds. 

The Council of Clubs is very well aware of this 
situation, yet very unlikely to do anything about 
it. The decision had been taken before the 
current season started, and therefore there is no 
question of cutting dead wood. 

The NSL is burdened with this decision, and is 
helpless. It is like a boat that wants to progress 
but cannot move an inch because it is anchored 
to the bottom. 

It is quite probable that errors committed in 
the past will be repeated, even when it is clear 
that the cutting of dead wood will be beneficial 
to the NSL. 

Last week, news came from West Germany 
announcing a possible reduction of teams in the 
Bundesliega. 

This measure may be taken in West Germany 
because of a reduction in attendance. 

In some unhealthy fashion, this news may 
encourage certain people because it shows that 
we are not alone in drawing small crowds, which 
is a phenomenon present practically all over the 
world, with the exception of Italy. 

But there is nothing encouraging in this. What: 
there is for us in it, is a lesson. And this is that if 
our league contained fewer clubs, this would 
help in concentrating club strengths, club 
reasources, helps in generating a higher 
standard of football, and above all, concentrates 
attendances, with bigger crowds at a smaller 
number of grounds. 

Of course, for anything like this to take place, 
clubs, even those who prefer to be in the red as 
long as they are in the NSL, have to be persuaded 
that it is more beneficial to them to compete ina 
State League. The problem is that it will be very 
hard to persuade NSW clubs about this because 
these clubs are in a State League already, since 
they have no travel expenses to save by going 
y into State League proper. 
| The Whole business of reducing the number of 
teams in the NSL has to be planned to take place - 
in stages over a number of years, each year 
relegating four clubs, two from each Division, 
and promoting two, one in each division. 

Ideally, for our conditions, the League should 
comprise no more than 16 clubs. eight in each 
division, or better still, return to one 16 team 
division, as it was in 1983. 

As we said, it will be hard to persuade the 
clubs that this will be to the benefit of Australian 
Soccer. But itis, and not only because then there | 
will be no frantic catching up to do, when games 
are washed out, as there is at the present time, 
with games mid-week, on Saturday, and again. 
24 hours later. The benefits cover a much bigger 
area than just that.

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Relegation ~— to be or not to be! 


Over the past few weeks, that has been the question among National League clubs in 
the Northern Division following published doubts on whether Newcastle and Canberra 
could be relegated if they finished last. ; 

The doubt exists because they are not members of the NSW Federation and it was 
understood the last team in the NSW Federation affiliated clubs would be relegated. 


NSL Executive Director 
Stefan Kamasz has been 
quick to put the doubts at 
rest and has also caused that 
well-known sinking feeling 
to appear among clubs with 
the comment that two 
teams can be relegated at 
the end of this season. 

Kamasz has issued an 8- 
point circular to clubs 
spelling out what will hap- 
pen at the end of the season. 
1. THE BOTTOM PLACED 
TEAM UNDER THE JURIS- 
DICTION OF THE NSW 
AND VICTORIAN SOCCER 
FEDERATION WILL BE 
RELEGATED, REGARD- 
LESS OF WHETHER 
THEY FINISH INBOTTOM 
POSITION OR NOT. 

2. The NSW and Victorian 
State League premiers may 
apply to join the League 
and subject to meeting the 
criteria, will be promoted. 
3. In the event that the 
State League premier does 
not apply or fails to meet 
the criteria, the second 
placed may apply, and sub- 
ject to meeting the criteria, 
wilt be promoted. 

4. In the event that the 
second placed team does 
not apply or fails to meet 
the criteria, the relegated 
team may apply, and sub- 
ject to meeting the criteria 
will be reinstated. 

5. THE CLUB FINISHING 
12TH, NOT BEING A 
TEAM FROM WITHIN 
THE NSW OR VICTORIAN 
SOCCER FEDERATION, 
{ie NNSW, ACT, SA, OR 
QLD) WILL BE RELE- 
GATED. 

6. The State League premier 
club from that State may 
apply to join the League, 
and subject to meeting the 
criteria, will be promoted. 

7. In the event the State 
League premier does not 
apply or fails to meet the 
criteria, the second placed 
team may apply, and subject 
to meeting the criteria, will 
be promoted. 

8. In the event the second 
placed team does not apply 
or fails to meet the cirteria, 
the relegated team may 
apply, and subject to 
meeting the criteria, will be 
reinstated. 

In other words, if either 
Canberra City or Newcastle 
Rosebud finishes fast, @ 
NSW Federation club will 
also be relegated.

are one and five which spell:

In the Southern Division, 
the issue at this stage seems

Committee, Dr. G. Canedo, in a recent statement to the 
press, announced that all the preparations for the World 
Cup have been completed, and as far as he is concerned, 
the tournament can start tomorrow. 

Meanwhile, he also stated that every single ticket for 
all matches scheduled to be played in Mexico City. has 
been sold and thus, all the games which wiil be played in 
the Mexican capital, are_a sell-out, one year before they 
are even played.

IT TOOK ITALY 
40 YEARS TO 
BEAT ENGLAND 


When Italy beat England 2-1 recently in Mexico, that 
was the 15th time the two countries had met since they 
first drew in Rome (1-1) over half a century ago in 1933. 

* Although England has now iost the last two games 
against Italy, they are still ahead of the Italians, with 6 
wins, as against Italy’s 5 wins. (4 games have ended in a 
draw). 

The “Azzurri” first win against England, 2-0, was in 
June 1973, exactly 40 years since that first inistorical 
match in Rome in 1933. 

The most memorable of the England - {taly clashes 
over the years was their second game, which was played 
at Highbury in London, in November 1934. England 
won this-game 3-2. 

In that match, after Ceresoli, the Italian goatkeeper 
had saved a Brooks penalty in the 1st minute and with 
Italy reduced to 10 men in the 3rd minute, when Monti 
was carried off with a broken leg, England led 3-0, at the 
12th minute of the game. 

But two goals in two minutes by Meazza in the 
second half, earned the Azzuri much praise by the 
English soccer press.

SOCCER 
RULE CHANGE 


In its last meeting the World Soccer governing body 
FIFA, passed a motion to change one of the rules of the 
game of soccer. This change, which will come into effect 
from 25th July, states that a goalkeeper who is in his 
own penalty area, and’ who had released the ball after 
taking four steps, will not be allowed to pick it up again, 
unless it has been touched by a member of his own team 
outside the area, or by a member of the opposing team. 

lf this rule is infringed, the referee will have to award 
an indirect free-kick. Obviously, the purpose of intro- 
ducing this rule, is to quicken up play, and to cut down 
on time wasting, which is marring the game at the 
moment.

FURTHER 
UEFA BANS 


UEFA has imposed further heavy bans following the 
tragic events that occurred at this year’s Champions Cup 
Final, in Brussels, when 38 people lost their lives. 

Liverpool have been banned from European Com- 
petitions for 3 years, and there already exists an in- 
definite ban on all English clubs. Following this penaity, 
it will indeed be a very long time before Liverpool play 
on the Continent again. 

Juventus, too, have felt the tough measures that 
UEFA have taken. The club has been ordered to play 
their next two European home ties behind closed doors. 

In a record 8% hours meeting of the UEFA Committee, 
it was also announced that the Belgian Football 
Federation will not be allowed to organise any major 
football events for a period of 10 years. 

Meanwhile, Juventus’s president Mr. Boniperti stated 
that he thought the 3 year ban on Liverpooi¥a severe 
penalty and is a very much exaggerated one. He also 
stated that the decision to have Juventus play their first 
two European home ties behind closed doors, was 
indeed a heavy blow for his club, but Juventus will not 
appeal against the decision.
